Seventy-six  high  schools  in  North¬ 
west  Missouri  havo  entered  tho  twenty-

Within  the  last  month  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Speecli  of  tho  Collego  lias  been 
mentioned  in  four  national  magazines. 

In  tho  Marcli  issue  of  tho  Journal  of 
Expression  there  wero  two  full  pages' 
of  pictures  of  plays  produced  under  tho 
direction  of  tho  Department  of  Speech 
it  tho  Collego  this  year.  In  tho  Plat¬ 
form  World  under  tho  section  “Moro 
or  Loss  Personal  Doings  in  Educational 
Field”  was  an  item  tolling  of  the  dra¬ 
matic  work  which  was  done  bore  during 
tho  fall  and  winter  quarters.  A  picture 
of  Edsou  B.  Miller  and  Betty  Price  in 
sceno  from  the  play,  “Ilo,”  by 
Eugene  O’Neill,  appeared  in  tho  March- 
April  issuo  of  tho  Players  Magazine. 
Under  the  Nows  and  Notes  section  of 
tho  Quarterly  Journal  of  Speech  for 
April  was  a  note  announcing.. the  major 
dramatic  production  given  here  tlii3 
year. 


Following  tho  nsual  custom,  tho  Col¬ 
lege  Sonior  play,  which  is  to  bo  pre¬ 
sented  on  tho  evening  of  May  22,  will 
bo  a  Slmkcspearcnn  drama,  “Tho  Mer¬ 
chant  of  Venice.”  The  acting  version 
to  bo  used  and  tho  cast  of  characters 
choson  were  announced  Tuosday  night 
by  Orville  C.  Millor,  Chairman  of  tho 
Department  of  Speech  and  Director  of 
tho  play.  Tho  full  personnel  of  the  staff 
and  tho  mode  of  staging  will  bo  an¬ 
nounced  later. 

“Tho  Merchant  of  Venice”  was  the 
first  play  produced  by  the  Hallams, 
who  beaded  the  first  regular  company 
to  givo  theatrical  performances  in  Ame¬ 
rica.  This  performance  was  given  in 
Williamsburgh,  then  the  capital  of  Vir¬ 
ginia,  a  villago  of  two  hundred  or  so 
buildings  and  perhaps  a  thousand  souls, 
September  5,  1752.  Tho  first  perform¬ 
ance  of  the  “Merchant  of  Vonico”  in 
Now  York  was  given  at  the  John  Street 
Theatre  in  1768.  Tho  original  actor  of 
tho  part  of  Shyloek  was  Biclmrd  Bur- 
bago,  witli  Betterton  in  tho  part  of 
Bassonio.  Tho  two  greatest  Shylocks  of 
stage  history,  according  to  reliable  au¬ 
thorities,  are  Charles  Macklin  and  Ed¬ 
mund  Ivoan.  Other  great  actors  who 
havo  portrayed  tho  role  of  Shyloek  arc 
Edwin  Forrest,  who  attempted  it  for 
tho  first  timo  at  ttie  Bowery  in  New 
York,  July  23,  1827,  and  MeReady,  Sir 
Henry  Irving,  and  Edwin  Booth.  Mr. 
Booth  first  played  tho  part  in  New 
{York  at  Triplor  Ilall,  February  11, 
18GL  Tho  Edwin  Booth  acting  version 
of  the  play  will  be  used  in  the  presen¬ 
tation  by  tho  seniors  here.  The  roles 
of  Portia  and  Bassanio  havo  been  play¬ 
ed  by  such  great  actors  as  Kitty  .Clive, 
Ellen  Terry,  Charlotte  Cushman,  and 
Mrs.  Siddons,  and  Betterton,  Charles 
Kcmblo  and  Walla ck.

Two  hundred  and  tliirty-scvon  North¬ 
west  Missouri  high  school  nthlotcS  will 
bid  for  honors  in  track  and  fiold  ovonts 
on  tho  now  Collogo  field  west  of  the 
new  gymnasium,  next  Friday,  April  24, 
while  hundreds  of  high  school  students, 
teachers,  and  others  aro  gathered  at 
tlio  College  for  tlio  Annual  tlirco  days 
of  high  school  contests  in  curricular 
and  extra-curricular,  activities. 

Tho  second  day  of  the  contests  has 
bcon  selected  for  tlio  track  moot  this 
year  instead  of  the  third  and  last  day 
as  in  the  past.  This  is  also  the  first 
big  meet  to  bo  held  on  tho  new  Collogo 
fiold  which  has  been  in  tlio  making  for 
some  time,  and  sincp  the  new  track  is 
cindered  all  tlio  way  around,  it  will 
probably  not  bo  necessary  for  any  of 
tlio  athletes  to  pull  off  their  track 
shoes  thid  year  and  run  bare-footed 
on  account  of  a  muddy  track. 

While  gold  and  silver  medals  and 
silver  loving  cups  are  much  In  evidence 
at  the  College  just  at  present,  it  will 
not  bo  thus  for  long,  because  these  tro¬ 
phies  will  soon  bo  scattered  throughout 
tlio  ninotcen  counties  in  the  Northwest 
Missouri  District  by  high  School  stud¬ 
ents  who  because  of  their  efforts  are 
lucky  enough  to  win  them.

Art  Students 
Go  to  Kansas 
City  on  Trip 

g.  T.  0.  Group  Has  Interesting  and 
Educational  Tour  Over  City,  April  9. 
Escorted  by  Traffic  Polico. 


Tho  sky  was  hazy  overhead  and  tho 
rain  drops  beat  a  gentlo  rat-tat  on  tho 
objects  round  about  wlioro  tho  cars 
wore  lined  up  for  tho  big  adventure, 
and  forty  boys  and  girls  enmo  filing 
down  the  stops  of  the  Residence  Ilall  at 
fivo-thirtyMn  tho  morning,  casting  fur¬ 
tive  glances  about  them  at  tho  woathor. 
Tho  bus,  pompous'  and  dignified,  graced 
tho  procession,  an  ornament  in  itself, 
with  one  sole  adornment — that  of  a 
lawn  mower  strapped  on  behind. 

You  ask,  “All  for  what?’’  It  was 
the  day  of  all  days,  a  nover-to-bc-for 
gotten  tour  to  the  leading  city  of  the 
middle  wcHt,  in  search  of  tho  art  in  its 
schools  and  museums,  conducted  by 
Miss  DoLuco  as  part  of  the  activities' 
of  the  art  department. 

Tho  dalo  was  April  tho  ninth,  and 
tho  rain  was  evident,  yet  a  few  hope 
fills  kept  up  tho  spirits  of  the  crowd 
Tho  group  started  under  cover  of  a 
sprinkle  and  reached  Kansas  City  with 
cars  washed  clean. 

The  first  stop  was  at  tho  Greenwood 
school  whore  an  opportunity  was  given 
to  see  art  teaching  in  several  grades. 
It  is  hard  to  believe  that  youngsters 
so  young  could  grasp  so  quickly  tho 
color  schemes  presented.  Their  eyes 
were  fairly  shining,  l'ho  journey  to  tho 
noxt  school,  tho  Northeast  High,  was 
followed  by  much  rain,  resulting  in  tho 
partial  ruin  of  blaster  hats  and  jackets. 
Interesting  problems'  in  illustration  of 
children’s  poems,  work  on  tho  .annual, 
and  in  the  making  of  masques  and 
plaeques  were  observed. 

A  fast  rido  brought  the  S.  T.  C. 
representatives  to  tho  Leighton  Studio 
tea  rooms  for  luncheon  where  they  had 
an  opportunity  to  visit  tho  studio  of 
Dr.  Craig,  a  sculptor,  and  of  Miss  Kib- 
hey,  an  artist,  whose  works'  havo  boon 
exhibited  at  the  College.  Miss  Wcyl, 
Director  of  Fine  Arts  of  Kansas  City, 
spoke  a  few  words  of  welcome  at  the 
luncheon,  and  Mrs.  Leighton  told  of 
the  rescue  of  tho  building  from  a  run¬ 
down,  very  shabby  lodging  house  and 
its  transformation  into  the  pres'ont  stu¬ 
dio  building.  Tho  place  is  situatod  in 
a  district  which  should  appeal  to  ar¬ 
tists,  perched  high  above  the  west  bot¬ 
toms,  picturesque  with  its  fantastic 
roofs.  If  Kansas  City  is  to  havo  a 
Bohemian  Quarter  in  tho  Greenwich 
Village  Bcnso,  or  like  the  left  bank  of 
tho  Seino  in  Paris,  here  would  bo  tho 
logical  location,  according  to  some  of 
tho  art  students.  Mr.  Martincllo,  tho 
etcher,  who  also  has  his  hcadquartors 
in  the  studios,  favored  tho  group  by 
tulling  of  tho  art  and  practice  of  etch¬ 
ing,  illustrating  his  talk  by  examples 
from  his  own  works. 

At  tho  Art  Institute,  Mr.  Holland 
the  director,  gavo  the  group  a  very  in¬ 
teresting  and  instructive  talk  on  tho 
valuo  and  appreciation  of  art,  and  ex¬ 
plained  the  pictures  and  pieces  of  art 
in  the  special  exhibitions.  Ho  said  that 
tho  artists  of  tho  various  periods  liter¬ 
ally  held  a  mirror  of  their  own  timos 
up  to  us.  Some  of  tho  works  seen  wore 
from  the  nuclous  of  tho  Nolson  Art 
Gallery.  Tliorugh  Mr.  Holland ’s  cour¬ 
tesy  tho  group  had  tho  opportunity  of 
seeing  tho  class  rooms  of  tho  Institute 
and  tho  Btudents  at  work  there. 

A  trip  downtown  included  a  visit 
to  tho  Art  Gallery  in  tho  Public  Li¬ 
brary,  to  the  public  school  art  lioad- 
quartorB  whoro  examples  of  tho  work 
of  tho  children  from  tho  first  grade 
through  the  high  school  wero  on  dis¬ 
play,  and  a  trip  to  tho  model  apart¬ 
ments  of  the  Keith  Purnituro  Store 
for  those  especially  interested  in  his¬ 
toric  Btylos  of  furniture  and  in  interior 
decoration. 

Porhops  tho  most  oxciting  purt  of  tho 
day  followod,  for  from  downtown  tho 
party  sped  out  into  tho  residonco  dis¬ 
trict  escorted  by  a  delegation  of  police¬ 
men  on  motorcycles  who  hold  up  traffic 
that  tho  lino  of  S.  T.  0.  cars  might  go 
thrpiigh.  People  stared,  cars  shied  out 
of  the1'  way  and  puzzled  drivers  sworo 
roundly.  Itogardloss  of  red  lights,  tho 
jr-vroup  went  across  tho  viuduct  and  up 
into  the  quieter  drives  in  Penn  Valley 
Park,  past  tho  statuos  of  tho  Scout  and 
of  tho  Pioneer  Mothor,  and  on  out  into 
tho  Mission  Hills  and  Country  Club  dis¬ 
tricts  whoro  tho  new  developments  in 
modern  architecture  and  landscapo  gar¬ 
dening  wero  viowod  with  interest.  Tho 
drivo  ended  at  tho  Liberty  Momorial, 
whoro  most  of  tho  forty  students 
climbed  the  center  shaft  for  n  view  of 
tho  city,  then  listened  with  interest  to 
tho  explanation  of  tho  war  mups  in 
Memory  Hall  by  a  veteran  of  tho 
World  War,  and  in  tho  Museum  exam¬ 
ined  curiously  tho  flugs  of  tho  Allies, 
aad  the  souveniors  of  tho  war,  among 
which  is  a  fragmont  of  Rheime  Cath¬ 
edral  presented  to  tho  Votorans  of 
Kansas  City  by  tho  Archbishop  of  ,  that
